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INTELLIGENCE FROM INDIA. 


A Memoir, giving a particular Account of the Pro- 
grefs of the Tranflation of the Scriptures, into the 
Languages of the Eait. 


VERY DEAR BRETHREN; 

TWO years have nearly elapfed fince we had the fatisfaction 
of laying before you and our fellow Chriftians in Britain and 
America, the ftate of thofe tranflations of the facred Scriptures, 
in which Divine Providence has enabled us to engage; and al- 
though we have received no intelligence from you relative to the 
manner in which the plain ftatement of faéts, therein given, has 
been received by thofe who love the Lord Jefus, and feel an inter- 
eft in the diffufion of his holy word, our perfuafion that a work 
of this kind cannot be uninterefting to thofe who long for all na- 
tions to be bleffed in Him, is fo great, that we feel ourfelves en- 
couraged to lay before you and them a /econd ftatement, defcrib- 
ing the progrefs of the work during thefe two paft years. In do- 
ing which it may, perhaps, be the moft intelligible mode to follow 
the order laid down in our laft memoir. 

The tranflations of the Scriptures into the Bengalee language 
then comes firft before us ; and we have, refpecting this, the fat- 
isfaction of ftating, that, after fixteen years’ labour, the wo/e of 
the facred Scriptures is completed in that language; the remain- 
ing volume of the Old Teftament having been finifhed for fome 
time, and two or three fheets alone remaining to complete the 
printing. We defire to mention this with the deepelt gratitude to 
the God of Mercy, who has enabled us thus to complete one part 
of the work, which he had been pleafed in his providence to com- 
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mit to our.care. As it affords an opportunity for farther improve- 
ment in the tranflation, we would notice a third edition of the 
Bengalee New Teftament in fulio, which we are printing, princi- 
pally for the fake of ufing the Scriptures in public worthip ; but 
as the aflemblies for which a book of this fize is adapted are at 
prefent not numerous, we are printing only 100 copies. [his 
third edition of the Bengalee New Teftament is advanced to the 
middle of the Acts of the Apoitles. 

In the Orifa language the New Teftament is printed off, and 
nearly the whole of the book of Pfalms. The New Teftament 
contains 976 pages in 8vo. and the expenfe attending this edition 
of one thoufand, including paper, wages, the wear of types, &c. &c. 
amounts to about 3,500 rupees.* It may not be efteemed irrele- 
vant to the fubject, if we add, that the God of all grace feems to 
be opening a way for the difribution of the Sacred Volume in that 
diftrit: a member of our church, an Armenian, born in this 
country, who has laboured nearly two years with much accept- 
ance among the natives of Bengal, having devoted himfelf to the 
work of God in Oriffa, is about to remove thither with his wife, 
who is a member with us, and his family. He is now under a 
courfe of inftruction relative to the language, of which, on account . 
of its near affinity with the Bengalee, a few months will probably 
put him in poffeffion. Thus, almoft it the moment the New Tef- 
tament is tranflated and printed in this language, does the great 
Head of the Church appear to be raifing up means for its being 
brought into effect ! 

In the Telinga language the New Teftament waits for revifion 
and printing, the whole being tranflated arid a beginning made in 
the Old Teltament. Relative to printing, you may recolleét, dear 
Brethren, the ftep we took more than a year ago; namely, that 
of fending to you for a font of types from Figgins—the {fpecimens 
we faw of his Telinga type being fo beantifil that we thought it 
better to fend for a font from him, than caft them ourfelves ; efpe- 
cially as this would leave our letter-founders at liberty to proceed 
with other fonts equally urgent, anc which could not be obtained 
from England.+ 

Relative to the Guzeratee, circumftances, principally of a pecu- 
uiary nature, have compelled us to put a ftop to the printing of 
the New Teftament for the prefent, and flacken in the work of 
tranflation. On thefe circumftances it is needlefs to dilate, and, 
perhaps, unprofitable. 

In the Kernata language the progrefs made is nearly fimilar to 
that in the Telinga—the New Teftament being ready for revifion 
und a commencement made in the Old. In our laft we mention- 
ed that the alphabets of thefe two countries are fo nearly allied as

the price at which Figgins could caft them, which being much higher than the 
price they could be caft here for, we have forbidden them, and are cafting a 
font on the fpot from Figgins’ fpecimen, corrected by a Telinga. 
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to render only an addition of a letter or two to the Telinga ne- 
ceflary in order to adapt it for the Kernata. Thefe additions to 
the Telinga Alphabet we can eafily make ourfelves, 

In the Mahratta language circumftances not greatly diffimilar 
have compelled us to proceed flowly with regard to printing. 
We are happy in adding, however, that the four Gofpels are nearly 
printed off, and that now we have a hope of being able to proceed 
with increafed vigour. It was obferved in our laft ftatement, that 
~ whole of the New Teftament was tranflated, and a part of the 

d. 

The operation of the fame circumftances has alfo affected the 
printing of the New Teftament in the Hindooffanee language ; yet, 
through divine goodnefs, we have been enabled to complete the 
better half of it, and we hope to be able foon to finifh the whole. 
The call for the New Teftament in this language is conftantly in- 
creafing, and we have reafon to believe the verfion will pretty gen- 
erally be underftood. 

In the language of the Seeks the whole New Teftament now 
waits for revifion, and we have not only completed a font of types 


i their peculiar character, but have made a commencement in ° 


printing. We hope, therefore, that divine goodnefs will, at no 
very diftant period, enable us to prefent the Sacred Oracles to this 
fingular people in their own language and chara¢ter. 

The Sungskrit. In our laft we had occafion to acquaint you with 
our beginning a tranilation in this extenfive, copious, and highly 
venerated language. We now have the happinefs of adding that 
the whole of the New Teftament is printed off ; and that in print- 
ing the Old we have proceeded as far as the middle of Exodus. 
The New Teftament contains fomewhat lefs than 600 4to. pages ; 
and the expenfe of printing this edition of 600 copies (which in 
our laft was, by miftake, faid to confift of a thoufand) has been 
about 4000 rupees. Both the tranflating and the printing of the 
Old Teftament are advancing with a confiderable degree of vigor. 

Relative to the Burman language we have much reafon for 
thankfulnefs. Our brethren Chater and F. Carey are affiduous 
in ftudying the language, and delight in the work of God; and 
from the letters of our brethren it feems probable that the facred 


Scriptures, when printed, will be received by the natives of that 


country with no {mall degree of readinefs. , 

In our laft we ftated a number of encouraging circumftances 
relative to the Chinefe language and tranflation. We feel ample 
fatisfaction in being now able to mention other circumftances 
equally encouraging. The proficiency of the youths engaged 
with brother Marfhman in ftudying the language, of whom one 
is in his 17th, another in his 16th, and the third in his toth year, 
has been fuch as to attract the attention of the Right Honourable 
the Governor-General ; and the liberal and judicious manner in 
which his lordfhip noticed it in his annual fpeech to the College of 
Fort William, both this and the paft year, renders it needlefs to 
fay any thing more on this head, except merely that two examina- 
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tions of their progrefs have been held, one in February, 1808, in the 
prefence of the Rev. D. Brown, and another in September by John 
Harrington, Efq. Prefident of the College of Fort William, and Dr. 
John Leyden, whofe acquaintance with the languages of China and 
the neighbouring nations, exceeds that of moft gentlemen in India. 
Before thefe gentlemen, the three youths, among other exercifes, 
held a difputation in theChinefe language. The report of the exam- 
ination was appended to the Annual Report of the College of Fort- 
William by order of the Right Honourable the Vifitor. We have 
alfo to mention with gratitude the goodnefs of Providence in 
erecting for us a Chinefe Foundery, if it may be fo termed.— . 
More than eighteen months ago we began to employ, under Chi- 
nefe’ fuperintendence, certain natives of Bengal, for many years 
accuftomed to cut the flowers employed in printing Cottons, and 
have found them fucceed beyond our expectation. The delicate 
workmanthip required in their former employ, fits them admira- 
bly for cutting the ftronger lines of the Chinefe characters, when 
they are written, and the work fuperintended by a Chinefe artift. 
Of the execution you will foon have an opportunity of judging 
from the original text of the firft volume of Confucius, printed 
off with a tranflation in a 4to. of 724 pages, and now wait- 
ing for a preliminary difflertation on the language.—We, many 
months ago, began printing a newly revifed copy of the Goipel 
by St. Matthew, to the middle of which we have nearly advanc- 
ed, though the difficulty of afterwards correcting the block, caufes 
us to advance with flow and careful circumfpection. The New 
Teftament is printed in 8vo or a fize refembling that of the work 
of Confucius, fo common, and fo highly venerated among the 
Chinefe. The pages are cut on one block : when printed off, the 
page is folded ‘0 as to have the *two blank fides inward, in the 
manner of the Chinefe. The blocks are made of the wood of the 
Tamarind tree. We have alfo retained another learned Chinefe 
to {uperintend the cutting of the oharatters, and examine the tranf- 
lation with brother M. — After the latter has gone through it in 
various ways with Mr. Laflar, he carefully examines it again with 
this learned Chinefe alone, caufing him to read it, and give his 
idea of the meaning of every fentence and character. As he has 
not the leaft previous acquaintance with the fenfe of the paflage, 
{being unable to fpeak a fentence of Englifh,) brother M. has 
an opportunity of marking the leaft deficiency from the original, 
and of canvafling anew fuch paflages with Mr. L.; which is con- 
ftantly done, previoufly to their being written for engraving. It 
may be obferved alo, that. as this man boards with us, he has no 
connexion with Mr. L. ; and indeed from a difpefition common 
to the generality of Afiatics, is fufficiently difpofed to find fault 
with his work if opportunity offers.. This difpolition, however, 
is kept within due bounds by brother M.’s examining the di¢tion- 
ary with him for every character to which he afcribes a fenfe dif- 
ferent from that in which it is ufed in the copy under revifion. 


Thus, dear brethren, bas Divine Providence favoured us with the 
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means of acquiring this difficult language :—with thofe to fludy it 
whofe youth and collateral ftudies fit them~peculiarly for the 14- 
bour—with the means of counter-examining the tranflation—and 
with a prefs to carry forward the printing of it to any-extent,— 
May the Lord enable us to improve thefe advantages to the ad- 
vancement of his caufe. It may be proper to add, that in tranf- 
lating. we are advanced as far as the Epiftle to the Ephefians. 

Providence is at length opening a way for our commencing a 
tranflation in the language of Bontan and Tibet, which two coun- 
tries indeed have the fame language ‘and alphabet. Our brother 
Robertfon has devoted himfelf” to this department, and has made 
two journies to that country ; in the latter of which he was receiv- 
ed with the greateft kindnefs by the Katma or Soabat of Bontan. 
He brought from thence the alphabet, which agrees exactly with 
that given by P. Georgius in his A/phabetum Tibetanum, and print- 
ed at Rome by the Congreg. de propaganda fide. The language 
appears to have an affinity with the Chinefe. The Alphabet, 
though the letters are of the Nagree form, refembles far lefs the 
Sungskrit Alphabet than the Alphabetic outline which conftitutes 
the initial founds-of the Chinefe language (which you will fee 
defcribed in the preliminary differtation on the Chinefe language. ) 
The language is in a great degree monofyllabic, and as theré 1s a 
conitant intercourfe between that country and China, to which in- 
deed it is faid to extend, it is probable that thefe two languages 
may reciprocally throw light on each other. Brother R. is wait- 
ing for boats to depart with his family in this arduous and benev- 
olent undertaking. 

Thus, dear brethren,* we have laid before you a brief {ketch of 
the ftate of the tranflations at the prefent moment. On review- 
ing it, you will perceive that in the Bengalee the Sacred Scriptures 
are completed—In the Sungfkrit and the Orifla the New Tefta- 
ment is printed off, and a commencement made in printing the 
Old; in the Mahratta and Hindooftanee the New Teflament is 
nearly completed ; in printing the Guzeraltee, the Seek and the 
Chinefeverfions, 4 commencement is made ; and in the Telinga 
and Kernata the New Teftament waits for revifion, while in the 
Burman a moft pleafing profpeét is held out, and a tranflation in- 
to the Tibet is about to be commenced. - Thus, in one language 
are the whole Scriptures printed, in three the New Teftament is 
printed off, in two more nearly half of it is completed, in three 
more put to prefs, and in two others waiting for revition.

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INTERESTING INTELLIGENCE FROM INDIA. 


Extract of a Letter from Rev. Mr. Rowe, to the 
Editor, dated Serampore, December 21, 1809. 


MY DEAR SIR, 


I OFTEN regret that I have not written to you fince I have 
been in India. Iam perfuaded, from the kindnefs you manifefted 
to thofe of us whom you faw in New-York, and the deep intereft 
you feel in the fuccefs of the caufe of God im this part of the 
_ world, that communications would be acceptable. Indeed, you 
and our dear friends at Bofton, deferve much more of our cor- 
refpondence than you have hitherto had; and in future I fhall 
endeavour to contribute my fhare towards it. 

This Miffion is now divided into a number of ftations, the 
names of which are as follows :—Barbaree, on the borders of 
Bootan, at which brother Robinfon refides ; Sadamahl, which is 
occupied by brother William Carey, jun. ; Dinagepore, the refi- 
dence of brother Fernandez ; Bankipore, near Patna, to which 
brother Moore has lately removed from Miniary, thinking it a 
more eligible fituation for a miflionary flation, than Muiniary ; 
Goamalty, near Malda, at which brother Mardon refides ; Cutwa, 
which is occupied by brother Chamberlam ; Chowgacha, in Jef- 
fore, at which we have fent our Armenian brother Carapiet Ara- 
toon; Rangoon, in the Burman empire, to which our brethren 
- Chater and Felix Carey are gone; Serampore, at which brethren 
Carey, Marfhman, Ward, and myfelf now refide; and Calcutta, 
which being near Serampore, is within the compafs of our labours. 
Our brother John Peter, who has been lately called out to the 
miniftry by the church at Calcutta, is on the eve of going to Orif- 
fa, with a defign of founding a miffionary ftation there. We 
have the New Teftament, Job, Pfalms, and the writings of Sol- 
omon printed, and ready to put into the hands of the inhabitants 
of this country. 

Having given you a general idea of the extent of the miflion, 
I will now give you an account of the fuccefs which has attended 
our exertions.—You will eafily perceive, from the extent of the 
miffion, that it has furvived the difficulties it had to encounter a 
year or twoago. In this refpect, God has been exceedingly gra- 
cious to us; and for which we have reafon for abundant thank- 
fulnefs.—But when we add to this the additions that have been 
made to his church, our obligations are greatly increafed. Fifty- 
feven perfons have been baptized in this country during the paft 
year, and four mofe are now propofed as candidates for baptifm. 
Twenty-feven of this number are pious men in His Majefty’s 22d 
regiment, who have been convinced of the truth of believers’ bap- 
tifm, and baptized on a profeflion of their faith, by brother Cham- 
berlain. This regiment is now living at Berhampore, which is a

few days journey from Cutwa. Brother Chamberlain often vifits 
them ; he is now gone thither, with an intention of {pending a 
month with them, and expeé¢ts to baptize fome more of this reg- 
iment. Thefe our friends feel much interefted in the caufe of 
God. A little while ago they made a colle&ion among them- 
felves for the miflion, which amounted to.about £.10 fterling. 
Two or three of them have gifts for public {peaking 5 and when 
they have no other means, thefe brethren give them an exhorta- 
tion. It is a matter of great joy to fee a church of pious men, 
confifting of twenty-feven, probably by this time upwards of thirty 
members, in a regiment of foldiers. From the imtereft they feel 
in the welfare of Zion, I hope they will be made a bleffing to. 
fome of the natives. We enforce pretty ftrongly upon our Chrift. 
ian friends the duty of feeking the falvation of the poor heathen 
around, and we find it has.a good effeét.—The greater part, if 
not all, of the remainder of thofe who have been baptized, are 
perfons who have lately been converted, from among the natives, 
and perfons born in this country, of European and native parents. 
Dinagepore and Sadamahl ftations are about twenty miles from 
each other, fo that the good people at thefe {lations form but one 
church, of which brother Fernandez is paftor. He has lately 
baptized four Hindoos, and during brother and fifter Carey’s 
abfence from their ftation, he adminiftered the ordinance of the 
Lord’s fupper to eleven members. Brother Carey has our na- 
tive brother Sabuk Ram with him, and they ate engaged daily 
in preaching the gofpel in the neighbouring villages. Two or 
three of the members of this church have died triumphing in 
Chrift. Brother Aratoon has baptized feveral natives during the 
laft month or fix weeks, and on the lait ordinance Sabbath, he 
adminiftered the ordinance of the Lord’s fupper to eleven per- 
fons befides himfelf. There are many in Jeflore who are inquir- 
ing about the gofpel. Several have been baptized at Calcutta 
this year, and many others appear to be under deep concern about 
falvation. Several of our members at Calcutta bid fair to be 
ufeful in the Redeemer’s caufe. Our Rangoon brethren have 
b¥ilt a miffion-houfe, and meet with much encouragement. The 
Burmans have no caft, and confequently they have not many of 
thofe prejudices which are fuch obftacles in the way of the Hin- 
doos receiving the gofpel. When we compare the prefent ftate of 
religion here, with the paft, we fee that God has done great things. 
Oh! that we may have fuch outpourings of the Spirit as you have 
in America. Pray for us. 
Mrs. R. and all the brethren and fifters unite in love to you, 
and to all our dear Bofton friends.

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CHRISTIAN LOYALTY.

§- OUR duty to rulers requires, that when they exercife ven- 
geance, even to thefeverity of juftice ; far from in the leaft degree 
refifting or impeding them, we may not reproach, nor even in our 
hearts defpife and hate them as unmerciful and vindictive. ‘This 
vengeance is the tuler’s bufinefs. It is his duty to foeiety, and to 
God. Revenge is no doubt oppofite to the fpirit of Chriftianity, 
as vengeance belongs to the Lord; yet, if a Chriftian were to be 
aruler, though he might forgive private injuries done againft him- 
felf, and though this would be his duty, yet, with refpeét to the 
crimes committed againft fociety, he is God’s minifter, and his 
vicegerent to take vengeance. He muft not “bear the fword in 
vain.” He muft overbalance the mifery inflicted on the individ- 
ual convict, with the mifery which impunity would bring on {o- 
ciety at large, and he muft act accordingly. While he does fo, he 
demands the approbation and countenance of {ociety at large, and 
of Chriftians in particular. It is their part “ to obey magiftrates 
and to be ready to every good work.” ‘Tit. iii. 1. : 

6. Our duty to rulers in thefe particulars is to be performed in 
regular fubordination. As rulers fill different ranks of ftation and 
poffefs different degrees of power, fubmiflion to thefe rulers re- 
quires, that the higheft have the preference in our fubjection. 
In cafes of competition, the commands of God demand our firft 
obedience. Am*ag earthly rulers, we are to obey the Chief 
Magiftrate as fupreme, and to refpect the known laws of the land. 

The motives by which the apoitle enforces the above fubmiflion 
have in part been neceflarily anticipated. We have feen that ru- 
lers are the ordinance of God ; and in his hand the inftruments of 
much good to men in general, and efpecially to Chriftians. The 
apoftle adds another as a matter of great moment. ‘“ So is the 
will of God that with well doing ye may put to filence the ignorance of fool- 
ifh men.” It isa fact, that notwithitanding the innocence and con- 
{cientious loyalty of the people of God; as in other matters, fo 
in refpect of this, they are falfely accufed. Now the glory of God 
in the world is concerned in the charatter of his faints. It is his 
will that, by fleady obedience, thefe ignorant or malicious accufers 
be refuted in this charge. )

Extract of a Letter from the Rev. Daniel Merrill - 
to the Editor, dated Sedgwick, Feb. 28, 1810, 
containing interefting Sketches from Amos Al- 
len’s Miflionary Journal, with particular Obfer- 
vations on fome parts of it, &c. 


VERY DEAR BROTHER, 


AFTER giving you a very fhort fummary of brother Amos Al- 
len’s journal, during the laft winter and fpring, I purpofe to. men- 
tion fome things which have been done, and fome which are de- 
fired may yet be done. 

The fummary is, Brother Allen took leave of his family and 
relatives November 9, 1808. Having literally forfaken all, at 
leaft for a feafon, for Chrift’s fake and the gofpel’s, he fet his face 
to the eaft, not knowing whither he fhould go.—QOn the 18th went 
on board a veffel and {et fail from Eaftport for Nova-Scotia. On 
the next day but one he came to Shivenaveby. But here was no 
place for him, nor for brother Hale who was now journeying with 
him. However, a major Smith hofpitably received them. ‘lhe 
next day they took their horfes and direéted their courfe for Tru- 
ro and Onflow, where, by defire, they tarried certain days and 
comforted the brethren. After this they went to Amherft, in 
Cumberland, on the weit fide of the Bay of Fundy. Here and at 
Nappan River the people gladly received them. [In this vicinity 
Elders Crandel and Anfley met with them. The former took 
brother Hale, and went up St. John’s River; the latter tarried 
with brother Allen. In Cumberland County brother Allen fpent 
the winter. Ina part of his journal, he thus expreffes himfelf : 
as J anuary 5, 1809, rode to Nappan River, attended two meetings. 
The people were folemnly affected. 

Saturday 7th, rode to Amherit and fpent the Lord’s day, In 
this place my foul was happy in preaching the word. The minds 
of the people were arrefted,—ifaints fpake of the goodnefs of 
God. , 

Monday gth, vifited from houfe to houfe ; preached in the eve- 
ning to a crowded aflembly, from Ezek. xviii. 4. 

Tuefday toth, rode twenty miles to Maccon River. Here I 
preached three times, and vifited from houfe to houfe. 

On Thurfday evening, after meeting, a certain man knowin 
my appointment on Friday evening, afked me to vifit his little 
neighbourhood, of five families; it being but a {mall diftance 
from the route I was travelling. It was agreed I fhould be 
there the next morning at eleven o’clock. At my arrival, found 
them all together at the place appointed. It was told them that 
O | 
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the devil was coming that day, and they mutt be all together. 
They were thoughtlefs creatures. A little before, on Lord’s day 
evening, it being the firft day of the year, they began their frolic 
at eleven o’clock. I converfed with them, then preached from 
Heb. ii, 3. It was a feafon of God’s power, equal to any thing 
Lever faw. They were all in tears. My foul was filled with a 
fenfe of God, and the value of immortal fouls. After converfing 
with them, I rode feven miles to my appointment for the evening. 
A Scotch girl, who attended the meeting’ in the day time, trav- 
elled through the fnow feven miles that fhe might be at the eve- 
ning lecture. She was greatly diltreft. The aflembly was 
large. With much freedom I f{pake unto them the things of the 
kingdom of God. 

Saturday 14, rode eight miles to Amherft to a prayer meeting. 
The Scotch girl was ftill prefent, and now almoft in defpair, ex- 
claiming againft herfelf. “I thought,” faid the, «* I was doing 
well; but O! what a wretch! O my heart! my heart! I am 
gone forever !” 

On the Lord’s day, I preached three times, and the place was 
folemn and awful.. God was manifeftly there. 

Monday 16, vifited. At noon was fent for to vifit the Scotch 
girl. Her diftrefs was great. 1 preached in the evening: The~ 
people were folemn. 

Tuefday, rode eight miles and preached in the evening. 

Wednefday 18, rode to Sackville, and preached in the evening. 
Vifited from houfe to houfe, and preached evenings. Here is a 
church in a backflidden ftate, but begins to think it is time to 
return. 

Saturday, rode to Amherft, attended a conference in the eve- 
ning. Here was the poor Scotch girl rejoicing in the Lord ;—a 
number of others related what God had done for their fouls. 

Lord’s day 22, brother Anfley preached to a crowded affembly, 
and then adminiftered the Chriffian, the Apoftolic Baptifm. It was 
a feafon to be remembered. I {pent this week travelling and 
preaching up Maccon River, and alfo vifited the above mentioned 
five families, and preached twice to them. Here was difplayed 
unufual grace ; the Father was manifeftly drawing almoft every 
foul to Jefus. AQ little girl, between nine and ten years of age, 
after having been under pungent conviétion of fin for three days 
and nights, with little or no fleep, importuned her father to pray 
for her. He faid, I cannot. After repeating her requeft feveral 
times without fucceeding, fhe faid, | muft pray for myfelf. By 
the bed-fide fhe kneeled down, and for half an hour pleaded with 
the Lord for mercy. Whilft fhe was fupplicating mercy, the 
Lord heard, fent delivering grace, and fet her troubled foul at 
reft. She then lay down, expecting repofe in fleep ; but foon the 
love of God fo filled and animated her little foul, that fhe could 
not keep filence, but arofe, told the family what God had done 
for her, and exhorted them to pray God to have mercy on them. 
She exhorted, prayed and praifed almoft all night. She was as 
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iolemn a perfon as I ever faw. I vifited this neighbourhood ak 
moft every week till the firft of April. Before I left them there 
_ were, in the five families, feventeen who had obtained evidence 

that God had redeemed their fouls. This was the Lord’s doing, 
and marvellous to me. | 

The church in Sackville was greatly refreflied, eight or nine 
baptized and added tothem. Brother Anfley’s labours were con- 
fiderably bleft among them. 

I vifited the people at the Bay of Arts, at Parfbury, and at 
the River Hare. In this region gofpel labourers are greatly 
needed. 

Since I left Amherft a church has been gathered, confifting of 
twenty members. 

I returned home fafely May 4, having been abfent from my 
family 6 months wanting 5 days, travelled 1480 miles, preached 
85 times, attended 10 conferences, and have occafion to fay,— 
“« Hitherto hath the Lord helped me.” 

It may be interefting to hear a thort anecdote of the “ Scotch 
girl,’ of whom brother Allen fo particularly fpake. She was, 
I am told, one of that very mifchievous fet 6f beings known in 
the days of Solomon by the name of ¢tale-bearers. Diregtly upon 
her being made free by the truth, fhe not only profeffed an hatred 
for the wicked and mean practice of embroiling families and neigh- 
bourhoods by tattling, but went from houfe to houfe, for a num- 
ber of miles, confeffing hér evil praétice, requefting their forgive- 
nefs, and refufing to leave them till fhe obtained it. 

Some things which have taken place in this part of our land 
are, the reformation which began feveral years fince, continued 
through the paft year, fo that fix new churches were added to 
our Affociation during their laf feffion. Appearances are ftill 
promifing. Not long fince I baptized nine in Trenton, where the 
Lord is vindicating his truth, and working for his name’s fake. 

The laft autumn, brother Allen was ordained to the work of 
an evangelift. He has been feveral times to a place called Ma- 
rival, containing 200 fouls, and where no miflionary befides ever 
travelled. It is about eighteen miles in the wildernefs, at nearly 
an equal diftance from Lilfworth and Bangor ; where they en- 
joyed no fabbath nor gofpel. I heard of their forlorn ftate, de- 
fired brother Allen to vifit them: he being a reformation preach- 
er, I hoped fomething might be done. He went; found nothing, 
on the whole, difcouraging. He was requefted to vifit them again. 
He was difpofed to; but his family calls were fo many, that he 
could not (but with fome degree of anxiety) afford the time, un- 
lefs fome compenfation could be made him, and he could expeét 
little or nothing from the inhabitants of the wildernefs. 1 inform- 
ed him, that I was hoping to receive an appointment for him, for 
a fhort miffion ; and added, that upon his going and {pending 
two Lord’s days I would advance him § 5, upon his returning 
them upon receiving an appointment, and being allowed the time 
in his hoped-for miffion. He went; things were ftill promifing. 
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I defired him to go the third time. He at once confented, upon 
condition, that a man fhould be procured to drive his team. i 
agreed to be anfwerable for this man’s wages, provided one could 
be found. Whether the bufinefs hath been accomplithed, and 
brother A. be gone, [-know not ; but this I know, did the Board 
of Truftees feel upon the fubje& as I do, they would, fhould it be 
in their power, give brother A. an appointment for three months, 
and confine him to the Marival fettlement, where they are liter- 
ally perifhing for lack of knowledge. There might’be this pro- 
vifo, fhould circumftances be ftrongly forbidding, he might go 
elfewhere. 

I doubt whether you have many, if one miffionary, who would 
fo cheerfully encounter the felf-denial which muft attend fuch an 
appointment, all circumftances confidered. But brother A. is a 
man to a thoufand;—I am perfuaded he would cheerfully brave 
every hardihip. You cannot know his worth but by knowing 
the man.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION AT MARTHA’S VINEYARD. 


Extract of a Letter to the Rev. Jofeph Grafton, 
of Newton, dated Tilbury, Feb. 3, 1810, 


DEAR BROTHER, 


ALTHOUGH nothing can be effentially added to God, yet 
as his declarative glory may be advanced by making known the 
difplays of his grace, and recording the wonders of his love and 
mercy to the children of men,—hoping it may tend to Chriftian 
édification, to hear of the work of the Holy Spirit in this place ; 
I communicate the following account to you, to be publifhed in 
the Baptift Miffionary Magazine, if it be thought worthy of a 
place in that work. 

Since I, have been upon this HMland, religion has been in a low 
ftate till of late. About a year ago our brethren commenced 
meeting ftatedly for prayer, to befeech God to pour out his Spirit 
among us. Some appeared to be much engaged in prayer. In 
the month of July laft the work broke out, and prevailed power- 
fully until it fpread into all the three different towns upon the 
Ifland. ‘There were fome inftances of awakening before ; but it 
now has appeared to be almoft univerfal, though but few, com- 
paratively, give evidence of being renewed in the fpirit of their 
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minds. May God grant another fhower of grace, that thofe who 
are in their fins may be brought to the knowledge of the truth in 
Jefus Chrift. 

We have been vifited by feveral of the fervants of the Lord, 
fome of whofe labours have evidently been bleffed for the benefit 
of precious fouls. - Our meetings, in fome inftances, have been 
peculiarly fulemn. In fome of them, perfons in diftrefs have 
cried out, fome have {wooned and fell. This by many has been 
called confufion, enthufiafm, &c. 

At fome of the baptifimal feafons, the prefence of God has evi- 
dently been with his people. The humble followers of the Lamb 
have come out of the water blefling God, that they were ever 
born to be born again; and that their precious Saviour had left 
fuch an example for thofe who love him to follow. O bleffed God, 
keep them by thy power, that they wound not the caufe of Chrift. 

Perfons from 12 to 50 years of age, have been fubjeéts of the 
work. Some Univerfalifts have been conftrained to acknowledge 
the everlafting punifhment of the finally impenitent, and exhibit 
hopeful evidence of a faving change. The doétrine of rich, free, 
and fovereign grace, has generally been preached. ‘The con- 
verts in general have exprefled a deep fenfe of the enmity of their 
carnal minds to’God, the juftice of their condemnation, andthe 
neceffity of a change of heart effected by the power of the Spirit 
of God. 

Since laft April God has favoured me with the privilege of 
baptizing 65, who have all been added to the church. I had 
baptized 13 previous to this, making in all 78, fince I have been 
on this Ifland, which is four years. ‘Thus we fee what God can 
do. Bleffed be his name for the riches of grace. ‘ 

I will mention an inftance which appeared fomewhat remarka- 
ble. During the prevalency of the work, a man who had forbid- 
den his family to attend the meetings on peril of being fhut ‘out 
of doors, was himfelf ftruck while lying in his bed, with an awful 
fenfe of his fins, and felt as if he were going directly down to 
hell. He remained in this fituation three or four days, and was 
then hopefully brought into the liberty of the gofpel.. He is now 
a decided advocate for the religion of Jefus Chrift.

P.S. A confiderable number of perfons have entertained a 
hope who have not joined any church. Some have joined with 
the Congregationalilts, and fome with the Methodifts. 

The work appears at prefent to be on the decline with us; but 
it prevails with power at Chabaquiddick, an ifland not far from us.

Extract of a Letter from a Minifter in the Diftrict 
of Maine, to the Editor, dated Frankfort, Au- 
guft 22, 1809. 


DEAR BROTHER, 


AS cold water to the thirfly foul, fois good news from a far country. 
Believing that it will be pleafing to you and all the friends of 
Zion, to hear of her profperity, I will attempt to give you a 
brief account of the work of the Lord in this part of his heritage 
for eighteen months patt. 

It.is about three years since I came to thisplace. At that time 
religion was at a very low ebb: hardly the form of it appeared, as 
there was no preaching, or next to none in this quarter at the time, 
I attempted to preach in this and in the neighbouring towns, from 
time to time, and én different places; but without much effeét, 
until the firft day of February, 1808. At that time I was called 
to vifit a {mall church ina plantation about twenty-five miles weft 
of Bangor, which was gathered the June before, by Elder Cafe. 
On my way there I preached in a plantation called No. 3; and 
I believe the Lord was with us. I appointed two leétures to at- 
tend on my return. I vifited the church above named, and a 
bleffed feafon it was. During my vifit here, I baptized three per- 
fons, and broke bread to the church. I then returned to attend 
the lectures which I had appointed; and the Lord was with 
us of a truth: for the firft evening five perfons appeared to 
be pricked in the heart, ali of whom have fince made it manifeft to 
be the work of the Lord. ‘Two perfons who had previoufly re- 
ceived evidence of a change of heart, came forward and told what 
the Lord had done for their fouls, and manifefted a defire to be 
baptized. Accordingly the next morning, I baptized them, after 
preaching again to a folemn affembly, the greater part of which 
was in tears. In the evening I attended the other lecture; and 
the Lord was pleafed as I truft to meet with us again. ‘Two per- 
fons more were powerfully wrought upon, who came to meeting 
with an intention to ridicule the work. 

I was foon fent for again to vifit them ; and, on the 27th of the 
month, I returned and found them affembled together for public 
worfhip. Eight perfons more at this time came forward and told 
what the Lord had done for their fouls, and manifefted a defire 
to follow him in the ordinance of baptifm,—the next day I had 
the pleafure of adminiftering it to them. 

Since that time the work of the Lord has been fpreading in - 
this part of the wildernefs. It firft {pread into Frankfort, 
from that to Dixmont, and then to No. 2, Hampden, Buckftown, 
and Orland. We have abundant reafon to blefs God, that where 
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there was not a Baptift then known, there are now eight flourith- 
ing churches ; fix of them have been gathered this feafon. 

I have lately been a journey eaftward, as far as Mount-Defert. 
In the town of Trenton a reformation had taken place, under the 
preaching of brother McMajter, a young candidate. I baptized 
ten perfons in this place, and_ affifted in conftituting a church. 
The profpect was pleafing. ‘There aretwelve or fifteen more that 
I have no doubt will foon come forward to own their Lord. 
Dear brother, pray for us, that God would continue his bleffed 
work in this quarter. 

If it would not lengthen out my epiftle too far, I would give 
you a more particular account of one that I baptized on my jour- 
ney; I refer to a young woman on the Ifland of Mount-Defert. 
She was about 23 years of age, and had been fick for five years, 
the greater part of which fhe had been confined to her bed ; and 
even now, was not able to walk acrofs her room. But during her 
confinement it pleafed the Lord to appear for her foul, and alfo 
to make the duty of baptifm known to her; but her parents were 
oppofed to her being baptized, as they had had her fprinkled in 
infancy. But this could not anfwer her confcience. The duty 
lay with fuch weight on her mind, that fhe could not reft day nor 
night. At length her mother gave her confent. With a view to 
this I appointed a lecture, and, after fermon, fhe was taken up out 
of her bed, and prepared to go to the water, to which fhe was 
carried by two perfons, and fet in a chair by the waterfide, while 
Iprayed. S fung in a moft folemn and delightful manner ; 
and when I h ptized another young woman, they that ftood 
by her lifted her upon her feet, and I took her in my arms and 
walked down into the water; and when I had pronounced the fol. 
emn words of the inftitution, gently buried her in the liquid grave, 
then raifed her,upon her feet, and, to my aftonifhment, fhe walk- 
ed out of the water as well as any perfon I ever baptized, and fat 
in a chair until thanks were returned. She was then taken up by 
two perfons, and, while returning, fhe again fung, ** O when fhall 
I fee Jefus,” &c. to the admiration of all prefent. I think I can 
truly fay, I left her going on ber way rejoicing; and I have fince 
heard, that fhe continues to rejoice. 

There has been during this work no out-crying, but the fill /mail 
voice, by an internal operation of the Holy Spirit of God upon the 
heart, produced the pleafing and glorious change. But I muft 
conclude, by fubferibing myfelf,

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Extract fram Elder Hartwell’s Miffionary Journal, 
dated New-Marlborough, January 11, 1810, ad- 
drefled to the Truftees of the Society. 


BELOVED BRETHREN IN CHRIST, 


I SIT down to give you fome account of my late miffionary 
tour ; and I wifh I could give you more pleafing information.— 

I fet out from home September roth, 1808. As I went I 
preached 4 fermons in Harrington, 2 in Plymouth, 1 in North- 
field, and 2 in Litchfield, in Connecticut. My labour was pleaf- 
ant, and the power of God was prefent in a good degree. I then 
directed my courfe through Sharon, to North-eaft Town in York 
State, and preached to a goodly number of precious lambs, with 
the greateft pleaiure. Here the Lord has done, and is ftill doing 
wonders of grace; 60 have been baptized fince March! Our 
meeting was {weet, and continued till the midnight hour. I then 
travelled weftwardly, crofling the North River at Hudfon.—I vif- 
ited Elder Stewart’s people at Freehold, and preached 4 times with 
them. Fellowfhip and Chriftian love bound our hearts together 
in the fweeteft ties. 

Monday, September 19, I vifitei New-Durham, and preached 
two fermons. The power of the Lord was manifeft; conviétion 
feil upon the hearts of many, and confiderable outcry was made 
in the meetings.—After the aflembly was il, a number of 
the brethrem prayed and exhorted with great freedom ; and while 
Tove filled the fouls of many, the horrors.of guilt and fears of hell 
pained others to the heart. O my God !—what will the appear- 
ance be, when all the family of man fhall be fummoned to judg- 
ment ! Lord, prepare my foul for that great day. 

Tuefday 20, rode ten miles in a heavy rain, and preached in 
the town of Broome. 

Wednefday 21, I met with an accident, by the kick of an horfe 
on my breaft, which enfeebled me for about a month ; but I itill 
kept on my journey preaching almoft every day, till I arrived at 
Denmark in Lewis County. Here I found a church of 17 mem- 
bers, collected fince | was here laft winter ; and Elder Peleg Card 
is their minifter. 

Saturday, O&tober 1, vifited Rutland in Jefferfon County.— 
Found a number of my former neighbours, fome of whom have 
been lately converted in this wildernefs, and a Baptift church con- 
ftituted about the firft of Auguft. I cannot but note the good- 
nefs of God in this part of the land. Six years ago I vifited this 
country ; there was then not one regular ordained minifter of 
any denomination in ftanding in this wide range for 100 miles ! 
Now there is a Baptift Affociation, and eight or nine ordained 
minifters, and a number of licenfed preachers, befides a number 
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rafe! I preached feven times in Champian and Rutland in Jeffer- 
fon County ; and fix times in Lewis County, and vifited Elders 
Pool, Card, Parfons, and Clark. Our meetings were {weet and 
tefrefhing ; and I think we could fay, How goud and pleafant it is 
for brethren to mast together in unity!—I then paffed into Oneida 
County, and made my courfe toward Sufquehannah, preaching 
as 1 went. 

At Lifbon, in Otfego County, God is carrying on a great and 
good work. Elder French informed me that he had baptized 
1£t in ten months palit, in Lifbon and its vicinity. I preached 
five times with the people, and the prefence of God made the 
feafons fweet. My much-efteemed friend and brother, Elder 
French, manifefted every token of fellowfhip and brotherly love. 

Monday, October 18, Brother French accompanied me thrée 
miles, then we parted to purfue our different courfes, but wnited 
in the fame good work. 1 erofled the Sufqueliannah River in 
Delaware County) preached threé times in Franklin. Here the 
work of the Lord has been great of late. A Baptift church of 
upwards of 280 members, with Elder Daniel Robinfon for their 
minifter, appear to ftand in gofpel fellowfhip, rejoicing in hope of 
the glory of God. I then followed down the river, labouring 
with my whole heart; for my fpirit was moved within me. For 
more than 100 miles down this river there is but one Baptift 
church ; and but few profeflors of any denomination ; but very 
few people in all this long way that feem to concern themfelves 
much about a future ftate. Many of the people, as well as their 
land, were poor: however, I was received in every place with 
gladnefs, and heard with attention. And I hope I may fay, the 
poor had the gofpel preached unto them. 


As I pals on I fow the feed, 
And pray the Lord to blefs ; 

O may poor fouls from fin be freed, 
And cloth’d with righteoufnefs. 


Monday, Nov. 1, 1 rode from Tyoga Point up the Chemung 
River twelve miles, to Elder Goff’s, and preached in the evening. 
Brother Rofwell Goff moved into the country about twenty years 
ago. He has gone through the difficulties of fettling a new coun- 
try, and has remained a witnefs for God, among a perver{e peo- 
ple. A fmall church was gathered here about 16 years ago, 
which have maintained a regular gofpel travel ever fince. Bro- 
ther Goff was ordained in the miniftry in this church when con- 
ftituted, and remains ftill among them. It was matter of pecu- 
liar joy to my foul to find any, in this part of the land, who feel 
the caufe of Chrift to be precious, and are engaged to maintain 
the order of his houfe. | 

Tuefday, Nov. 2; I rode with brother Goff and others to a place 
called Singfing, 15 miles farther up the Chemung River. 
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. Wednefday 3, I was called upon to deliver the introductory 
fermon to the Chemung Affociation. 1 preached from John x. 27, 
28,29. Afterwards attended with them to the bufinefs of the 
Affociation. I found here a little feeble band, collected from dif- 
ferent parts of the wildernefs, in love and good agreement ; but 
very much needing help. In the evening I was called upon by 
Mr. Fones, a Prefbyterian minifter, to preach with his people.— 
He manifefted great friendfhip as well as fellowhhip. 

Thurfday 4, ftill attended the Affociation,—heard two fermons, 
and gave them much exhortation and the beft advice that I was 
eapable of. Our union and fellowfhip in general. was pleafart, 
and we parted with Chriftian affection.—This A ffociation confifts 
of five or fix churches and three ordained minifters, though one 
ef them has now moved far from them. This is a very needy 
country, and calls the moft loud for miffionary labours of any that 
I know of in all the weftern parts of our land. 

Friday 5, I rode up the Chemung River twelve miles to: Polt- 
Town, and preached five times. I was received with great glad- 
nefs, and heard with attention. This was a folemn, laborious fea- 
fon to me. Souls appeared very precious, and on the brink of 
ruin; yet thoughtleds of their danger. Lord, fave them, or they 
muft perifh. 

Monday 8, rode back to Singfing twelve miles, and preached at 
ten o’clock to a number of deeply affected friends, and bid them 
an affectionate farewell. Then rode 18 miles to Elder Goff’s, 
and preached in the evening to a large and attentive aflembly, 
in company with Elder Troop, a miffionary from Saratoga A flo- 
ciation. This was a fweet and pleafant evening; and I truft 
Jefus was prefent to comfort and feed his people. I have rode 
30 miles this day and preached two fermons. 

Tuefday 9, rode feventeen miles through difmal woods, with 
fearcely any road, to Sugar Creek ; expecting a meeting at two 
o’clock, but my appointment did not get along. I was fatigued, 
weary, and almoft fick, and: was very glad to reft. But I am 
unwilling to live for nothing. _ I find my feeble body is a clog to 
my foul; and yet, without this body, my foul could not be fer- 
viceable in this world. I hence conclude, that when the body fal- 
ters I mutt fiop to reft a little, or elfe the foul will foon leave it 
behind : and, although [ care but little how foon the body is left 
(if the will of God be fo) yet till it is left, it muft be humoured 
like a difeafed, peevifh child. 


Lord, give me grace and patience, 
My labour to purfue ; 
And never let me linger, 
While I have aught to do. 


And when my body falters, 
And heavy drags along, 

© may my foul be patient, 
And in the Lord be ftrong. 
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After preaching a number of times on Sugar Creek, I again 
crofled the highland over to the Towanda Creek, and following 
that down to the Sufquehanna River, | went on preaching once, 
twice, and three times in a day, till Tuefday 16, when I returned 
to Sugar Creek again. 

On Wednefday 17, after preaching from Pfalm xxvii. 4. One 
thing have J defired of the Lord, &@c. a goodly number of brethren 
and fifters lately moved into that wildernefs, and fome who had 
long been mourning in a lonely ftate, came forward with letters 
of their ftanding, and made a relation of their experience, &c.— 
Having with me the articles of faith embraced by the church in 
Sandisfield, I produced them; which, after a careful and candid 
examination, they all agreed to; and, by the advice of Elder Rich 
and feveral brethren from a diftance, I gave them the right hand 
of fellowfhip, as a church of Chrift ; unitedly commendmg them 
to God, and the word of his grace, which is able to build them 
up in the moft holy faith, though in this wildernefs.—On this oc- 
cafion our hearts were enlarged, and our fouls filled with joy and 
brotherly love. It deemed fomewhat, I[ imagine, like Paul’s bid- 
ding his brethren farewell, ‘We talked, and prayed till midnight, 
and almoft break of day. This was a feafon of comfort to many 
fouls. I tarried the next day and preached, and baptized an old 
man, who joined the church. 

[ now turned my courfe towards home, labouring as I went. 
I called on brother Robinfon, in Franklin, and tarried in his vicinity 
from Thurfday night till the next Monday morning. 1 -preached 
during this period feven times with this people, with great pleafure. 
I truft that the people had a feaft of fat things. Our fouls were 
united in fellowfhip. As I travelled onwards and laboured, I met 
with nothing fpecial till I came to New Durham, the place where | 
the Lord appeared in power when I paffed this way in September 
laft. I found 15 had been baptized, and a number hopefully con- 
verted fince I was here. I think I could fay, I was fully reward- 
ed, to find the fulfilment of that divine declaration,—* He that 
goth forth weeping, bearing precious feed, fhall return with rejoicing, 
&Fc.”? I truft I can fay with many others, My labour has not been 
in vain in this place. Lord, keep me humble, and make me faith- 
ful. After preaching a number of times in this vicinity, I pur- 
fued my way homeward ;. and arrived on Friday, December 2d. 
I have the greateft caufe to {peak well of God’s goodnefs to me 
and my family. 

I have been gone on this journey 84 days, rode 1076 miles, 
preached 103 fermons, heard 5 fermons, attended 5 church-meet- 
ings, one communion, baptized one, gathered one church, attended 
an Affociation two days, and have feen much of the goodnefs of 
the Lord.

Extract of a Letter from the Rev. David Benedi¢t, 
‘now on a Tour through the Southern and Wek. 
ern States, in order to colleét materials for a 
General Hiftory of the Baptifts in the United 

- States, dated at Savannah, March 31, 1810; and 
addrefled to the Rev. Mr. Gano, of Providence. 


DEAR SIR, 


ON my way I have formed an acquaintance with many who, 
I truft, are real difciples of the Lord, and alfo with many of the 
labourers in the vineyard. I have offen been pleafed and afton- 
ifhed at the vifible enlargement of the Kedeemer’s kingdom in 
thefe weftern countries. I find there are upwards of 20 A flocia- 
tidns in fellowfhip with each other in the three ftates of Ohio, 
Kentucky, and Tenneflee ; fome of which are young and {mall, 
but a number are confiderably large. Our brethren are alfo fet. 
tled more or lefs in all the weftern territories. A fmall Affocia- 
tion has lately been eftablifhed on the Wabath River, in the India- 
na, and another not far from the Natches in the Miffifippi Terri- 
tory. There are alfo fome {mall beginnings of churches in the 
Iltinois Territory, which was lately taken from the Indiana, and 
lies between that government and the Miflitippi River. There is 
alfo a profpect that fome churches will be eltablithed before long 
up the Miflouri, whither Baptift profeffors are rapidly emigrating. 

‘ihus the light of truth is travelling on to the welt, and we have 
reafon to hope and believe, that in due time the joyful jubilee wil! 
refound along the far diftant fhores of the Pacific. LDo&or Coo- 
per, a very worthy preacher ot our order, is fettled at the Natches, 
in the neighbourhood of which (if i am correétly informed) a 
Baptift church has fome time been eftablilhed. _ A brother Stack- 
houfe, who is now in Savannah, and was lately baptized by Dr. 
Holcombe, has now taken up his refidence in the city of New- 
Orleans. This place is in the moft pitiful want of even the forms 
of religion; fo that amongit 20,000 inhabitants, there is but one 
Proteftant preacher: he is an Epifcopalian, and his congrega- 
tion uiually confilts of only about :oo perions. It is fuppofed 
that a preacher who could fpeak the French language, and ac- 
commodate himfelf to the peculiar manners of this people, would 
meet with great encouragement in this city. 

Except what is called the Miami Purchafe, a country between 
the two Miami Rivers, 1 think the {late of Ohio appears more def- 
titute of preachers than any part through which | have travelled, 
and opens an encouraging profpect tor miflionary exertions, were 
it not tor its remote fituation irom any fociety able to fend mil- 
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fionaries there, and the numerous Macedonian cries nearer home. 
I made fome particular obfervations while in the State with refpect 
to this fubje@&t, which the limits of this letter forbid me to infert, 
but which. I fhall be happy to communicate to any who may de- 
fire them. ; 

In moft places where I have travelled, religion (generally ipeak- 
ing) has been at rather a low ebb; but I have had the happinefs 
of being in a few places which have been bleffed with a refrefh- 
ing feaion from the prefence of the Lord. The firft revival 
which I met with, was in Shibby County, Kentucky, about the 
middle of January laft. ‘lhe work began in the church fupplied 
by Rev. William Hickman, fon of a venerable preacher of the 
fame name, in May, 180g, and feventeen perfons were added to 


this church, From here it extended to the church in tick Creek, — 


fupplied by Kev. George Waller, between 60 and 70 perions had 
been baptized ; and the work was going on without any appar- 
ent abatement, ‘lo a number of churches moitly in this body and 
belonging to the Long Run Affociation, upwards of 250 perions 
hiad been added by baptifm. And the fame good work had made 
its appearance in Nelfon County, in the bounds of the Salem Affo- 
ciation. A ftill greater work has been experienced in the back 
parts of Georgia, where upwards of 400 perfons have been bap- 
tized by Rev, Jefle Mercer, Thomas Rhodes, William Davis, 
and a number of other very laborious and fuccefsful fervants of 
the Lord. But I have the pleafure of mentioning a work ftill 
more extenfive, which has been experienced in Edgefield Diftrié, 
S.C. This revival has been very uncommon for the general 
{weep (if 1 may fo fay) which it hath made; fo that ir one Dif- 
triat, withifi little more than a yea™palt, upwards of 1300 perfons 
have been baptized and added to the churches belonging to an 
Affociation, which was formed a year or. two fince, and which 
bears the name of the diltriét above mentioned. Five hundred 
of thefe perfons have been baptized by one man by the name of 
Samuel Marfh. Thefe accounts are not taken from indefinite 
reports. 1 have vitited the places mentioned, formed an acquaint- 
ance with many of the minifters, heard the joyful relations of 
fome of the converts, and made the above ftatements from very 
{crupulous inquiries. In each of thefe places the great work has 
progrefled with folemnity and order. 

I have now travelled 2500 miles,—have crofled many moun- 
tains, waded through much mud, forded many rivers and water- 
courfes, found fome pretty coarfe tare, feen many feafons ot anxi- 
ety, and endured much fatigue ; but through the whole have en- 
joyed a good degree of health, have been confcious of many pro- 
vidential interpofitions, found many friends, and have abundant 
reafon to blefs the Lord for all his benefits. , 

As I have extended my letter to an unexpected length, I muft 
sow clofe by fub{cribing myfelf,

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MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Extract from the Miffionary Journal of the Rev. 
Peter P. Roots, dated at Bath, in the State of 
New-York, April 18, 1809. 


To the Truftees of the Maffachufetts BaptiR Miffiunary Society. 


BELOVED, 


IN my laft to the Prefident of the Society, I fent fome account 
of my miffionary labours until the clofe of the year patft. 

The fir day of the prefent year, being Lord’s day, I preached 
at Caledonia weft of the Genefee River ; and the next day vifited 
a fchool] in another neighbourhood, and was pleafed to fee the 
fcholars fo well inftruéed. In the evening 1 preached at the 
{chool-houfe. 

January 3, I faced the cold and tedious wind, and rode about 
16 miles to captain Putnam’s in the Holland Purchafe. I con- 
tinued in the Purchafe until the 7th of February ; during which 
time I preached in Townfhips No. 8 to 13, in the firft range ; 
and in the principal fettlements weft of thefe in the fecond, third, 
and fourth ranges. 

‘I affifted, January 30, 1808, in giving fellowfhip to the firft 
church ever conftituted in the Holland Purchafe ; and now there 
are four Baptift churches, and one Congregational church in this 
traé ; and three or four preachers, men of good report, are now 
labouring in this part of the yineyard, but they are widely fep- 
arated from each other, ‘and the roads between them a great part 
of the year almoft impaffable. ; 

Notwithftanding the unufual coldnefs of the winter, where the 
roads were not much beaten, the deep mire under the {now was 
not frozen, and frequently it was with much difficulty that I got 
from one fettlement to another. 

I was for the moft part kindly received; but the people could 
not manifeft their gratitude, as they wifhed, by any confiderable 
donations to the funds of the fociety. They are generally in low 


‘circumftances ; but fuch as they had they generoufly beftowed for 


the fupport of myfelf and horfe. 

Leaving the Holland Purchafe, I crofled the Genefee River, 
on the 8th day of February, and {pent the remainder of this month 
in the County of Ontario. I preached in Boyle, Bloomfield, Brif- 
tol, Canandaigua, Farmington and Gorham. ‘Thefe townfhips 
are large, each containing feveral focieties, the greater part of 
which are deftitute of ftated preaching. é 

In one part of Boyle, where Elder Jofeph Cafe preaches, there 
has been a pleafing reformation ; and a confiderable number have 
been added to the church in that neighbourhood. Several other 
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places in this County have been favoured in like manner ; partic- 
ularly, Palmyra, Phelps, and Gorham. 1n Oétober laft a revival 
commenced in the north-eaft part of Gorham. November 1, 
eight perfons were baptized in this place; and January 12th, 
1809, a church was conftituted here, which now confifts of about 
fixty members, the greater part of whom are young perfons, who 
had never made a public profeffion of religion before this revival. 
This church has no ftated paftor ; but has been vifited by feveral 
minitters. : 

I have taken much fatisfa¢tion in diftributing the religious tra¢ts 
which the Society have fent me for charitable diftribution in the 
new fettlements. 

When I have vifited fchools, I have fometimes delivered to the 
teacher ten, fifteen, or more pamphlets, on different religious fub- 
jects ; and have defired him to diftribute them, that one might go 
to each houfe from. which his pupils came: and the teacher has 
appointed a certain day, from time to time, to have his fcholars 
bring the pamphlets to fchool, and change with each other, fo 
that each family might have an opportunity to read them all. 

I have taken a fimilar method with fome deftitute focieties, 
where the people make it their practice to meet together for pub- 
lic worfhip, and mutual edification. I have committed the traéts 
to fome of the leading characters, defiring them to diftribute them 
among the feveral families who attended the meeting, and to have- 
the pamphlets brought to meeting on each Lord’s-day, to be dif- 
tributed anew. And when I have vifited fome of thefe places 
again, I have been much pleafed to fee many bring the books, 
which they have read, and eagerly feek to obtain new ones to edi- 
fy themfelves. 


School teachers, and many others, have exprefled their gratitude - 


to the fociety for thefe charitable donations ;. and alfo for the la- 
bours of miffionaries among them. 

March z, I fet out for home ;—4th and 5th, Saturday and 
Lord’s day, I preached at Camillus ;—6th, I arrived at my houfe 
in Fabius. 

Between the 1ft of September, 1807, and the 6th of March, 
1809, I fpent fixty-feven weeks in the fervice of the Society, and 
preached about as many times as I was employed days. A few 
times I have adminiftered baptifm and the Lord’s Supper. I 
have vifited fchools and private families, and have endeavoured 
to teach publickly, and from houfe to houfe, and in fome inftances 
by the way-fide, when. opportunities have prefented themfelves. 
But I am fenfible of great defects, and may well fay, * God be 
merciful to me a finner.”’ 

Hoping and praying, that the blefling of God may attend all 
your laudable endeavours for the extenfion and. up-building of 
Immanuel’s kingdom, I remain your affectionate brother,

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312 Report of the Trufices. 


The following is the Report of the Truftees of the 
Baptilt Miffionary Society in Maffachufetts, at 
their Annual Meeting in Bofton, May 3i, 1809. 


BELOVED BRETHREN, 


EVERY event which takes place throughout the univetfal do- 
minion of Jehovah, is the effect of an efficient caufe. The annual 
and diurrial revolutions of the fun, and all the motions of the 
planetary fyftem, whether regular or apparently retrograde, are 
produced by the operation of the immutable principles of nature, 
and are.in exaét conformity to the eftablifhed laws of ereation. 
The aftonifhing revolutions we behold in the kingdoms and em- 
pires of this world, andthe varied and conftant changes in hamati 
affairs, ate controlled by Him who worketh all things after the 
counfel of his own will, whofe providence ruléeth over all. 

In contemplating the progrefs of Meffiah’s kingdom, and the 
vifible fuccefs of the gofpel within our own obfervation, we aré 
haturally led to afk, what can be the caufe of the {pread of a king- 
dom not of this world, and what can give fuccefs to a gotpel 
among the children of men, the moft prominent feature of which 
is the crofs of its divine Author ?-The holy Scriptures fully fatisfy 
our inquiries upon this fubje@ : They declare, that God /o loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that whofoever believeth in 
him fbould not perifo, but have everlafling life. Jolm iii. 16. 1 have 
loved thee, faith Jehovah, with an everlafting love, therefore, with 
loving-kindnefs have I drawn thee. ‘The effects of this love are, 
that he hath given all “a > into the hands of his Son, and prom- 
ifed, as the reward of his humiliation, that he fhall fee of the trav- 
ail of his foul, and be fatisfied. The converfion of every finner 
to God, therefore, which has taken place fince the fall of man, 
and which will take place till the angel fhall proclaim the con- 
fummation of all things, is the effe@t of everlafling love, and cove- 
nant promifes. 

To accomplifh this glorious work, our blefled Lord not only 
took upon him our nature, and fuffered and died to make an 
atonement for fin, but rofe from the dead for our juttification. 
And when he afcended on high, he led captivity captive and gave 
gifts unto men, for the treble purpofe of perfe@ing the faints, for 
the work of the miniftry, and edification of the church in love. 
Every perfon united to the myftical body of Jefus by that one 
fpirit which pervades the whole, becomes a worker together with 
God; and according to the meafure of grace given him in Chrift 
Jefus, he ardently defires to promote the falvation of his fellow 
creatures.. This he does by his prayers, and’ conftant’ exertions 
in various ways to promote the real intereft of Zion in the world, 
and fend the gofpel to thofe who never faw the light of life. To 
this end the exertions and multiplied labours of miffionary focie- 
ties are direéted, the apparent fuccefs of which is various. We 
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laave reafon to blefs the great Head of the Church, for the aid he 


has been pleafed to afford us, in our endeavours to promote his ° 


caufe, by miflionary efforts in different parts of the country for 
the year patt. 

Since our laft annual meeting, the Truftees have been enabled 
to afford pecuniary affiftance to nineteen perfons as labourers in 
the Lord’s vineyard. Thefe brethren will have performed, when 
their prefent appointments expire, upwards of three hundred and 
feventy weeks miflionary fervice, on account of the Society. 

Brother Ifaac Cafe has been unweariedly and fuccefsfully en- 
gaged, the whole of the year, in the Diftriét of Maine and Britifh 
Provinces of Nova Scotia and New Brunfwick, except a fhort tour 
he made at the defire of the Board, as Providence opened the 
door, into a deftitute part of the State of Rhode-Ifland. His 
communications have been interefting and refrefhing to the Truf- 
tees; and no doubt thofe made public will be fo to the Society, 
and friends’of Immanuel’s ¢aufe. Brother Barnabas Perkins has 
received two appointments from this Board of fix months each, 
which have not, through bodily indifpofition, been completed. 
But as far as his Journal goes, it is very fatisfaétory, and evinces 
that the great Head of the Church has meafurably qualified him 
to be a ufeful miffionary of the crofs. Brother P. has laboured 
in the northerly parts of New-Hampfhire, Vermont, and Lower 
Canada. 

Brother Henry Hale has accomplifhed in the moft eafternly 
parts of the Diftric& of Maine, ‘we truft profitably, to the people 
where he has travelled, a miffion of fix months; and another 
appointment of three months has been fent him. - 4 

Brother Jefle Hartwell has been appointed on a miflion to the 


Sufquehannah, of four months. His returns are very interefting. . 


Many, we have reafon to hope, have been faved through faith in 
Jefus by means of his preaching and exhortations. , 

Brother Peter Philanthropos Bocas has accomplifhed fix months 
miffionary fervice for the Society the laft year, much to the fatis- 
faétion of the Board, in the moft deftitute parts of the Holland 
Purchafe, in the State of New-York, 

Brethren. Pelatiah Chapin, David Irifh, Samuel Churchill, 
Stephen Parfons, and Clark Kendrick, haye feverally {pent three 
months each, except brother Irifh, in the fervice of the Society. 
Their returns, generally, are very fatisfactory and intereiting, 
and fhew what calls there are for the bread of life among the in- 
habitants of the wildernefs, and the utility of the miflfionary infti- 
tution. ; 

Brother David Curtis has ufefully laboured among the inhabit- 
ants of feveral deftitute towns in the State of Rhode-Ifland ; for 
which fervice this. Board have paid him Two Dollars a week, from 
the 26th of laft May to September. 

They have alfo, in confideration of the circumftances and ufe- 
fulnefs of brother Thomas Paul, given him Sixty Dollars the latt 
Qe 
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year: Likewife brother Afa Niles has been allowed Two Dollars 
Fifty Cents per week, for the term of three months. 

Brethren Samuel Rowley and Hezekiah Pettet are probably 
now both on miflionary ground, for the term of three months 
each. 

Elder Stephen Gano, at the requeft of the Truftees, made a 
tour of four weeks through fome of the molt deftitute towns, in 
the State of Rhode. Ifland, laft fummer ; for an account of which, 
we refer to his pleafing and interefting communication publifhed 
in the Magazine for March, 1809. (Page 155.) 

It will readily occur, no doubt, to the minds of moft of the 
members of this Affociation, that we have been united with the 
* New-York Baptift Miffionary Society for nearly two years patt, 
in fupport of a million among the Tufcarora Indians, and other 
tribes connected with them, in the north-weftern part of the State 
of New-York. We have reafon to hope permanent bleffings have 
attended the labours of brother Holmes in that part of the coun- 
try, though the eftablifhment has lately been overcaft with a cloud 
impenetrable by the eye of mortals. For a time things looked 
very difcouraging refpecting that mifion. But light ~ a arifes 
to the people of God out of darknefs ; and the very circumftances 
which fometimes have led them to fay with the good old Patri- 
arch, all thefe things aré againft me, have opened the way for the 
increafing ufefulnefs of the fervants 6f the Lord, and were evi- 
dently defigned to promote the profperity of Zion’s caufe. 

It is true, things have taken fuch a turn there, that brother 
Holmes has thought beft to remove from the Tufcarora Village ; 
confequently intercourfe with the Indians has been partially inter- 
rupted. But fince the occurrences which occafioned his removal, 
a Baptift church has been formed in that neighbourhood, well 
inftruéted in the doétrines and ordinances of the gofpel ; and 
brother Holmes, without the trouble and expenfe of an interpret- 
er, has been called to preach to hundreds of people, both red and 
white, more than while he refided at the Village, and his labours 
have been much more abundant.in the various departments of 
minifterial empleyment, among the inhabitants of that .country 
in general, 

On the whole, it appears from the variety of intelligence com- 
municated to the Truftees, that wherever the dear fervants of the 
Lord get on miffionary ground, and engage in their bleffed work, 
which confifts generally in public preaching, attending confer- 
ences, converfing from houfe to houfe, affifting in forming new 
churches, adminiftermg ordinances, attending funerals, &c. &c. 
the calls are numerous and prefling. There is an open and an 
effe@tual door for the preaching of Jefus to the people. Their 
trials alfo are very confiderable, but greatly {weetened by behold- 
ing the fruits of redeeming blood, in the triumphs of the doétrine 
of the crofs. Pleafing and animating mutft be the reflection, when 
we pourtray in imagination vaft numbers of people running in 
every direction through the tracklefs woods, women carrying their 
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children 8 or 10 miles to hear a fermon, or attend a conference, 
while all, as folemn as death, hang with deep anxiety upon the 
fpeaker’s lips, to hear him fet forth a Saviour’s dying love to the 
guilty, perifhing children of men. | 

Let us, dear brethren, by divine affiftance, go on in this bleffed 
work, of fpreading far and wide a Saviour’s fame, knowing our 
labour is not in vain in the Lord. : 

It is with great pleafure, beloved, that we acknowledge the 
receipt of a donation by the hands of brother Bolles, of teftaments 
and bibles, amounting to 100 in the whole, from a gentleman 
not of the Baptift denomination. Thefe have been gratuitoufly 
diftributed in the eaftern country among the poor inhabitants. 
In narrating the liberality of this candid gentleman and lover of 
the word of life, permit us to remind you of an exhortation of our 
bleffed Lord on another occafion ; Gs thou and do likewife. Let 
us be zealoufly engaged, whether individually or colleétively, at 
home or abroad, in promoting the circulation of this blefled book. 

Brethren, in concluding this Report, we would affectionately 
exhort you to the duty, and invite you to the privilege of con- 
tributing, as the Lord hath profpered you, to the fupport of his 
caufe, by devoting a part of your increafing property to miflion- 
ary purpofes. He who foweth bountifully, fhail reap bountifully. 
And may the dear Redeemer enlarge our hearts to pray for the 
peace and profperity of Jerufalem :—for the extenfion of her in- 
tereft—for the advancement of the glory of Zion’s King, in glo- 
rifying the houfe of his glory.

Extract from the Miflionary Journal of Rev.. Ifaac 
Cafe, dated at Readfield, Jan. 8, 1810, addrefled 
to the Prefident of the Society. 


DEAR BROTHER, 


ALTHOUGH I cannot give you a very pleafing account of 
myfelf, or of any great fuccefs that has attended my feeble Ja- 
bours ; yet I think I can give you fome pleafing account of what 
a gracious God hath done in fome places where I haye had-the 
happinefs to vifit. 

After I left the Warren Affociation, I came to Portland, and 
preached for brother Convers, who tarried and preached at Saco- 
Falls, where there is a {pecial attention to religion. I have fince 
been informed, that his labours have been bleft to a number of 
precious fouls. God is alfo magnifying his grace in Portland. 

After I returned home, I. vifited a number of deftitute towns 
in the County of Kennebeck. In Monmouth, where I {pent two 
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Lord’s days, there has been fome revival. Several have experi- 
enced a change of heart, and have been baptized; and the time 
is appointed for a church to be embodied. 

I have alfo vifjted Farmington, upon Sandy River. This is 
a very pleafant, wealthy town; but 1 believe very little attention 
hath been paid to religion by the people in 2 sg There were, 
however, a few that put on Chrift by profeflion, but they were 
much divided in their fentiments. A fmall Baptift church had 
been gathered here about 14 or 15 years ago, confifling of about 
10 members : They had pafled through fingular trials, and were 
nearly upon the point of beieg diflolved. But their time of ex- 
tremity was God’s opportunity to appear for their ‘help. Laft 
ipring the Lord fent them a licenfed preacher by the name of 
Swett. A revival of religion foon took place, and feveral were 
added to them in the courfe of the fummer. The Lord’s day 
that | was with them, two perfons were baptized; one of them 
was a woman who had been awakened under my feeble labours 
fome years ago ; the other was a little boy of about eleven years 
of age. I adminifiered the Lord’s fupper to this church, which 
now confifts of about 30 members. ‘The work is ftill {preading 
rapidly through the town. A number have joined the Freewill 
Baptilts; many of them, I truft, however, are the children of 
God, although they imbibe many firange notions both in doétrine 
and prattice. O, when fhall the happy time come, when Chrift- 
ians will all be agreed ? | believe it never will be on earth, until 
the apoftolic doétrine and praétice is clearly underftood and prac- 
tifed, by all the ranfomed flock of Chriit ; then they will be of one 
heart and of one mind. 

I vitited a new fettlement about 20 miles to the north-weft of 
this, commonly known by the name of Webb’s-Pond, or No. 5, 
This place has been fettled fix or eight years. A few of the 
firft fettlers had been members of the Baptift church in Green. 
Thefe fet up a meeting ; but few attended, until fome time laf 
March, when a gracious revival of religion took place, and {pread 
through the whole town ; fo that out of 63 families, (being all 
that were in the town) I was informed that more or lefs had been 
converted in every houfe, excepting three. It was a joy:ul fight 
to fee parents and children all engaged together in the feryice of 
the Lord. One man informed me, that he and his wife, with 
feven of their children, were members of the church ; the young- 
eft of them was about nine years of age : Another man with his 
wife, and five of their children, have experienced religion and 
joined the church, during this reformation, There was a Baptift 
church conftituted here the firft of July laft ; they now are 58 in 
number. There is alfo a Pedobaptift church of about 40 mem. 
bers, Surely this new fettlement has been highly favoyred:of the 
Lord. : 

Since my return, I have been eaftward as far as Penobfcot 
River. On my way, I preached in Augufta, Vaflalborough, 
Fairfax, Unity, Nox, Montville, Goofe-Pond, Frankfort, Hamp- 
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den and Bangor. The people greatly rejoiced in having the gof- 
pel fent amongft them ; and indeed, the feafons were very refrefh« 
ing, for I believe Jefus was with us in our meetings. 

At Goofe-Pond I found an unufual attention. Some had lately 
been baptized, and others were under deep impreffions of foul, and 
many were flocking to hear the word. I believe the Lord affilted 
me in {peaking to them ; and I would fain hope he applied truth 
to their hearts. I found it hard leaving them. ‘Lhere is an in- 
fant church in Frankfort: but they are deftitute of a ftated paltor, 
and have but little preaching. -They appear to be well grounded 
in the truth, and to enjoy the life of religion. ' ' 

In Hampden there is a Baptift church which has been gathered 
under Dr. Burnham’s preaching the fummer paft. . They have 
had but little preaching of late, but endeavour to keep up the 
worfhip of God. I put up while here, with a deacon Vofe. 
Both he and his wife had been members of a Pedobaptift church ; 
but being convinced of the duty of baptifm by the word of God, 
they have followed their glorious Leader in this folemn ordinanée. 
Their parlour is improved as a place for meeting, and is fixed 
out with feats for that purpofe. ‘They have left the gay company 
of the world, and’have joined the defpifed difciples of Chrift, 
and appear to glory in their happy choice. The feafons that I 
enjoyed with them, and the few difciples that came in, were like 
the days of heaven to my foul. Oh that God would build them 
up and keep them from falling, and finally prefent them faultlefs 
before the throne of his holinefs with exceeding joy. 

In Bangor, there is a Pedobaptift church; but no fettled min- 
iter. There are alfo a few Baptift brethren in this town, ‘who 
have had Dr. Burnham preaching with them part of the time the 
fummer paft. There appears to be fome attention among the | 
people in this place.—_On my return I attended a quarterly meet- 
ing of the Baptifts in Frankfort, which was an agreeable feafon, 
Religion is evidently gaining ground in this wildernefs, which 
occalions a great call for minifterial labours among the people. 
It was with a degree of reluctance that 1 left thefe infant fettle- 
ments. 

The Lord’s day before my return, I preached at a place called 
Mount Ephraim. This was a precious feafon. From this place 
I rode to Green, about 12 miles, where the people were defirous to 
have a meeting, although it was dufk before [‘arrived. 1 con- 
fented ; the people foon colleéted, and I {pake to them upon the 
precioufnefs of Chrift. I believe a number prefent were led to 
admire him as one altogether lovely. - There hath been of late 
fome reformation in this place. Eight perfons have been bap- 
tized. 

January 15, I arrived at-my own houfe, and was favoured 
in finding my family all well. I have been on this journey 
about one month, and have been ftrengthened to preach almolt 
every day, and fometimes a third fermon on Lord’s days.—
